DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's arguments 4/13/2009 and 9/10/2009 in conjunction witli amendments 
adding limitations that were considered allowable subject matter by the Examiner with 
respect to newly amended claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 11, 12, 16, 17, 18 and 20 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. 

The following is an examiner's statement of additional reasons for allowance: the 
prior art on the record, the combination of Murty/Hyatt/Duncan/Carmean/Giles teaches 
certain aspects of the current application, involving a system comprising a plurality of 
interrupt handling processors. 

However the prior art fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination the 
limitations in which a plurality of processors enter an interrupt handling mode and 
primarily one of the processors is designated to handle the interrupt and also handles 
the release of the rest of the processors from the interrupt handling mode based on a 
predetermined time delay that avoids contention for resources in the system. Prior art is 
further silent on motivation to combine such features and functionality and is therefore 
deemed allowable.
